Brother and sister save 
family from house fire

A 7-year-old girl and her 8-year-old 
brother alerted their mum and sib¬ 
lings to a fire in their house in 
Haverhill last week. 

Emma Mattin, 29, was asleep in the 
house in Wellum Close when her 
daughter Katherine woke her up at 
6.38am on Thursday. 

“She was shouting and then she 
slapped me round the face to wake me 
up,” said Emma. “She was shouting: 
‘Phone 999, phone the fire brigade.’ 

“I went to look in my son’s room, and 
that’s when I saw the fire. I hadn’t 
heard the smoke alarm.” 

Bradley, 8, had woken first and seen 
the fire, and woken his sister 
Katherine, who rushed to wake her 
mum. 

Emma’s two younger daughters, 
Hermione, 5, and Lilly-May, 3, were 
also both asleep. 

“It was a huge fire,” Emma said. 
“Opening the door to that room 
smoked the place out. 

“I had to go upstairs to get my young¬ 
est daughters and we got out.” 

Emma called the fire service and 
made sure everyone was out of the 
house. 

“I tried to get my keys when the fire 
service arrived, but I couldn’t get in 
because it was so black with smoke,” 
she said. 

Firefighters went into the house 
through the rear, and extnguished the 
fire. They rescued the family’s cat, 


Phoebe, and her three kittens. Their 
dog Gizzy also escaped unhurt. 

The East of England Ambulance 
Service sent two hazardous area 
response team vehicles to the fire. 

They treated all of the members of 
the family for smoke inhalation. 

None of them needed to be taken to 
hospital. 

Neither Emma nor the fire service 
have any idea how the fire might have 
started. 

Emma said: “It’s amazing really, 
what Katherine and Bradley did. I’ve 
told them they’ve done so well.” 

The house was so badly damaged 
that the family have not been able to 
move back. 

The fire service’s community safety 
department have rehomed them to 
another house in Haverhill until they 
can move back in. 

Emma said: “The house was very 
badly damaged. We’ve lost every¬ 
thing. I want to say thank you to eve¬ 
ryone who’s donated stuff to us. 

People I don’t even know have come 
forward. 

“My partner has been amazing, and 
so has my mum. 

“I really want to say thank you to all 
the family and friends who have 
helped. 

“We’re doing ok. We’re getting there.”

A CAMPAIGN for a new skate park in 
Haverhill has been started - by a group of 
teenagers. 

The group, who are all pupils at Castle 
Manor Academy and are aged 15 and 16, set 
up an online poll last Monday to gauge public 
opinion on a skate park in Haverhill. It has 
already received nearly 600 responses. 

The options the poll offers are improving 
the current skate park, building a new indoor 
skate park or building one outdoors. 

Of the responses so far, 40 per cent are in 
favour of having a new skate park indoors. 

The group has also emailed a variety of 
youth workers and councillors setting out 
their proposals. 

The email says: “If there was a good skate 
park in Haverhill then people would come 
from other places to ride here. 

“To make it would cost, but a lot of crime 
does go on within Haverhill with youngsters 
or teenagers, and a decent place for people to 
hangout or just ride, would get most of them 
going there near enough every day. “ 

The teenagers plan to hold fundraising 
events to raise money towards the cost of the 
skate park. They hope to be able to raise half 
of whatever the skate park would cost. 

They also sugggest that a small fee could be 
charged for entry to raise money for the 
upkeep and security of the park. 

One member of the group, Josh Taylor, said 
the existing outdoor skate park in Howe Road 
was just not suitable. 

He said: “It doesn’t seem like there’s a lot of 
people who go down there, but there’s still a 
lot of people who ride bikes. 

“It’s not used for the right reasons. There’s 
quite a lot of young people who go out of 
town instead of riding here.” 

He says that young people use it as a 
“doss area” to drink and smoke, rather 
than to skate and ride bikes. 

The campaign’s email outlines pro¬ 
posals to have a police officer or 
council employee monitoring the 
new skate park, to make sure it is not 
abused. 

The email reads: “We’ve thought 
through everything and it would work 
just with some help.” 

The teenagers have also contacted county 
councillor Julian Flood. 

Cllr Flood said: “My first thoughts are that- 
this is hugely ambitious, and it’s good to see a 
group ready to put their own efforts behind 
the idea. 

“They will be able to pick the brains of the 
Bury team who drove forward their own 
scheme. Then we need to get the borough 
council on board. 

“We keep being told that the recession is 
over and that the economy is expanding.

Perhaps it’s time for some of that prosperity 
to be spent for the good of young people in 
Haverhill.” 

He has contacted a number of other UKIP 
councillors and the Haverhill town clerk 
Colin Poole about the issue.

Four managers, three 
mountains, one goal...

FOUR supermarket employees are 
preparing to climb three of the high¬ 
est mountains in the country for 
charity. 

Haverhill Sainsbury’s managers 
Adam Nichols, Gary Mcmaster, Alan 
Fancy and Robert Mutimer, are taking 
on the Three Peaks Challenge on June 
9. 

They will climb Ben Nevis in 
Scotland, Snowdon in Wales, and 
Scafell Pike in the Lake District within 
the space of 24 hours. 

They are aiming to raise £1,500 in 
sponsorship money for St Nicholas 
Hospice Care, which is Haverhill 
Sainsbury’s chosen charity of the year. 

The charity provides support and 
care for people with serious and life¬ 
shortening illnesses, and runs the 
Burton Centre in Haverhill’s Camps 
Road. 

So far the hikers have raised more 
than £800, and expect to have more 
donations coming in. 

Adam said: “We were looking for 
something different we could do to 
raise money. We discussed it just 
before Christmas, and we all said: 
‘Yes, let’s do it.’ We started our training 
just after Christmas.” 

Gary said: “The reason we chose the 
hospice is that it’s a local charity and it 


serves a multitude of illnesses. 

“Everybody’s got someone in their 
life who has been affected by some 
kind of illness. We thought it would be 
great to raise some money for them.” 

The intrepid managers have been 
training in the gym, and took a group 
trip to Snowdon on April 29 to practise 
hiking together. 

They managed to complete the climb 
in just 3 hours 20 minutes, in spite of 
encountering extreme weather condi¬ 
tions. 


Adam said: “When we set off in the 
morning it started off a bit bleak, but 
once we got to 850 metres, the snow 
started coming down. Everything was 
white. It was a snow blizzard and a 
complete white-out.” 

But their time to complete the hike 
was still shorter than they will allow 
themselves on June 9. 

Gary said: “It wasn’t really pushing it. 
We were quite happy, and it gave us 
some experience. 

“It was great, and the scenery in 


Wales was brilliant.” 

Adam said: “I think all four of us are 
in good spirits. The extra work in the 
gym and all of us going to Snowdon 
together has put us in quite good spir¬ 
its. 

“We know what one of the moun¬ 
tains is like now.” 

Although the men have done some 
hiking before, Adam says none of them 
has tried anything as intense as the 
Three Peaks Challenge. 

“This is pretty much starting from 
scratch,” he said. 

Gary added: “I’m 44 and I’ve never 
done anything like this before. My 
own personal goal is another reason 
for doing it.” 

On June 9, they will start with Ben 
Nevis in Scotland, then travel down to 
Scafell Pike in the Lake District, and 
finish with the Snowdon hike which 
they have already practised. 

In total, they will travel 450 miles, 
walk 25 miles, and the total height 
climbed will be 11,000 feet. 

Alan’s wife has volunteered to drive 
the hikers from mountain to moun¬ 
tain. 

“We’ll be in the back, hopefully get¬ 
ting some sleep between mountains!” 
said Gary.

Exercise bike 
challenge for 
hospital ward 


HOW far would you go to 
help a friend? For one 
Haverhill man, the answer 
was obvious: 100 miles. 

Ian Withers, 28, took on a 
fundraising challenge last 
Friday which saw him cycle 
the equivalent of almost four 
marathons on an exercise 
bike. 

Ian, an accountant who 
lives in Haverhill’s Beaumont 
Court, was fundraising for 
the C2 children’s ward in 
Addenbrooke’s Hospital, 
Cambridge. 

He was inspired by his 
friends Sara and Dan 
Nicholls, whose daughter has 
been treated at the ward for a 
rare blood condition. 

Ian, who went to school 
with Sara, said: “I have three 
little nieces and the thought 
of them going into hospital - 
it would be hard. 

“I used to work at 
Addenbrookes, so I knowhow 
hard it is for staff there.” 

He chose the the exercise 
bike challenge because he is 
not an experienced cyclist 
and wanted something to

really push his limits. 

He started on the bike at 
8am on Friday morning, and 
did not finish until 4.20pm. 

The eight-hour challenge 
took place in the foyer at the 
Haverhill Leisure Centre. 

“I thought I could do some 
cycling, and if I put it in the 
reception area, at least that 
way people will know I did it,” 
said Ian. “I wanted to have a 
challenge that really was a 
challenge.” 

He collected money from 
passers-by as he was cycling, 
and raised £118.99 on the day. 
Added to the donations he 
received online, this brought 
him up to a grand total of 
£534.04. 

Sara and Dan Nicholls went 
to support him and supplied 
him with refreshments as he 
cycled. 

They have been fundraising 
for the C2 ward since their 
daughter Bella was treated 
there for a condition called 
neutropenia, which makes 


her susceptible to infection. 

The ward treats children 
with blood conditions, 
including several with leu¬ 
kaemia. 

Ian’s challenge is part of a 
series of fundrasing events 
they are holding for the ward. 

The Nicholls family also 
held a raffle and clairvoyancy 
evening in April, and collect¬ 
ed at Haverhill Sainbsury’s 
on Saturday. 

In August, Dan is taking on 
a 16 mile run from Haverhill 
to Addenbrooke’s. 

The Nicholls family have so 
far raised an amazing 
£2,229.98. 

In spite of aches and pains, 
Ian has not been put off 
cycling. 

He said: “I’m thinking of 
doing more cycling. I’m hope¬ 
fully doing the London Night 
Ride next year.”

Lorries are causing 
misery to the town 

I WOULD like to have my say on a 
few issues which are bugging me 
and the one at the top of the list is 
last week’s story about lorry 
drivers and the problems they are 
causing in Haverhill.

“It is essential that we replace 
ageing gas mains so that local 
residents and businesses can 
continue to enjoy safe and relia¬ 
ble gas supplies long into the 
future.” 

This official diversion route is in 
place for drivers: A1092 towards 


Long Melford, A134 towards Bury 
St Edmunds, A1302, A143 towards 
Haverhill, A1017, and then the 
A1092 towards Clare. 

Pedestrians will still be able to 
access Cavendish Road. 

Borough councillor for Clare 
Alaric Pugh, who is also the bor¬ 
ough council’s cabinet member 
for planning and growth, also 
encouraged residents to make 
their voices heard at Tuesday’s 
meeting. He said: “I understand 
that this is essential work that is 
due to be carried out by National 
Grid from mid luly, however 
seven weeks of disruption is not 
going to be easy on any of us. 

“I also understand that the rea¬ 


sons for the long official diversion 
route are because Cavendish 
Road is classed as a main A road 
into the town. 

“We must, however, be realistic 
- many residents and visitors will 
already be planning their own 
shorter routes into and out of the 
town. 

“I will be working with Suffolk

ruption is minimised as far as it 
can be. 

“Above all else Clare will be 
open for business and I for one 
will be pressing this point at the 
meeting next Tuesday.”

Girl rescued unconscious 
friend after fall from bike

A HAVERHILL mum says she 
is “really proud” of her daugh¬ 
ter, who pulled an uncon¬ 
scious friend out of the road. 

Charlotte Stamp-Dod, whose 
mum Caroline 

Zwierzchowska-Dod is head of 
Clements Primary School, 
used first aid she learned at 
Brownies to look after her 
unconscious friend. 

The two 13-year-old girls 
were walking home from 
school in Cambridge at around 
3pm last Tuesday, May 19, 
when the incident occurred. 

Charlotte was walking next 
to her friend, who was on a 
bicycle, when the bike’s front 
wheel caught the kerb. 
Charlotte’s friend fell off, hit¬ 
ting her head and falling 
unconscious. 

Charlotte pulled her out of 
the road, placed her in the 
recovery posiition, and called 
an ambulance. 

Charlotte said: “I was very, 
very scared. My hands were 
really shaky. But I couldn’t do 
anything else.” 

She waited with her uncon¬ 
scious friend until the ambu¬ 
lance arrived. 

Luckily Charlotte’s friend 
was not badly hurt. She is now

out of hospital, and only suf¬ 
fered a grazed elbow and a 
bruised head. 

Charlotte, who attends 
Coleridge Community College 
in Cambridge, received her 
first aid training at Brownies 
when she was younger, and 
from her parents, who both 
work at primary schools. 

Her mum Caroline said: “I’m 
just really proud that she was 
able to put it into practice. It’s 
definitely been useful. 

“Charlotte just came back 
and said ‘I might have saved 
someone’s life today.’” 

Caroline added: “Charlotte 
did the right thing pulling her 
out of the road. 

“She could easily have been 
run over. It’s worrying to think 
what might have happened.” 

Beverly Jones, headteacher at 
Coleridge Community College 
said: “Charlotte’s actions are a 
reflection of her overall atti¬ 
tude to life. 

“She embraces everything 
and always makes the most of 
every opportunity. 

“It doesn’t surprise me that 
she used her initiative.”

Running from October 2015 to June 2016, the 
series brings some of the world's most exciting 
orchestras, soloists and conductors to the city's 
landmark venue, one of the cultural facilities now 
run by Cambridge Live.

Nicolas Collon conducts the final concert in the 
series on June 9. Dame Evelyn joins the Royal Phil¬ 


harmonic Orchestra for an explosive performance 
of new works.

Dreamachine, Evelyn will play a new composition 
commissioned to celebrate her 50th birthday year 
by Debbie Wiseman, who wrote the score for BBC

Formed in 2007, they are currently 
made up of frontman Danny (of 
course) George Wilson, Chris Clarke 
on bass, Paul Lush on guitar, drum¬ 
mer Steve Brookes, Geoff Widdowson 
on saxophone and organ, and finally, 
Henry Senior playing pedal steel gui¬ 
tar. 

Ella Walker caught up with name¬ 
sake Danny to find out about his first 
gig in Cambridge (no-one turned up) 
and the band’s friendship with The

How would you describe your 
sound? 

I grew up on a steady diet of Doo 


Wop, Bobby Womack, Everly 
Brothers, Springsteen and the top 40. 
I guess it’s a mix of all of that stuff! 
We try and not overthink how we 
sound. 

It’s always lovely when you write a 
song because you have something 
you’d like to say and then play it with 
your friends and it comes out the way 
it comes out, without any discussion 
of the most commercial or accepta¬ 
ble route. 

It will always reflect your influenc¬ 
es of course but in a way that’s 
uncontaminated by any rational 
‘career’ based thought process. Ie. 
We try and just do what we do and 
make it fun and play it like we mean 
it. 

Are you massive Roald Dahl fans or 


is the band name just a name? 

Yeah of course! I grew up in Roald 
Dahl world. I was completely 
immersed in his stories and at the 
same time was the middle child of 
five in a pretty crazy household that 
could well have been central to an 
imaginary Dahl story itself. 
Obviously when you’re 8 years old 
and you share a name with a book 
like Danny, the Champion of the 
World, the reflected glory feels pretty 
cool. 

What should we expect from this 
tour? 

It’ll be pretty much your straight 
ahead old school rock and roll tour: 
good fun, great songs, we’ll extend 
the arrangements a bit I think, follow 
our noses musically, a bit of attempt¬ 


ed crowd participation too. I’d like to 
think it’s a pretty unpretentious 
band, we just want everyone to have 
a great night. 

What do you want people to take 
from your latest record What Kind 
Of Love? 

The album is a collection of songs 
about ‘love’ in many different ways. 
It’s about wives, kids, friends, life etc. 
If there’s moments where it strikes a 
chord with someone then that’s 
great, but I’d like to think that it can 
be just whacked on and you can 
whistle along. Musically it’s just 
where we’re at at the moment. 

I guess it’s pretty much what you’d 
call country soul - musically I don’t 
think the band could be in a better 
pace.

THE Volkswagen Golf and Passat 
models have been praised by vehicle 
safety experts at the Thatcham 
Research Centre, who have seen a 45 
per cent drop in third party personal 
injury insurance claims thanks to the 
fitment of auto-emergency braking 
systems. 

The latest generation Golf went on 
sale in the UK in January 2013. All 
except for the entry-level S models 
have Adaptive Cruise Control (ACC) as 
standard, with ACC including the 
radar sensor controlled distance 
monitoring system Front Assist, as 
well as city emergency braking and 
cruise control. Since launch, third 
party injury claims on the latest Golf 
are 45 per cent lower than for the 
equivalent ‘Small Family Car Control 
Group’. 

Matthew Avery, Director of Safety at 
Thatcham Research, said: “These 
findings are based on the equivalent 
of more than 7,000 Mk VII Golf models 
insured for a full 12 months on the 
road, and come from claims data from 
our insurance members. When we 
saw figures based on an initial small 
sample, we were surprised, as they 
exceeded our own performance test¬ 


ing. However the figures held up, even 
after almost doubling the sample 
group, and have therefore given us a 
glimpse of what safety on UK roads 
could look like in the future.” 

Although such systems are not new, 
it was the Golf that ’democratised 
safety’ and brought ACC to a wide 
audience. The system operates over a 
speed range from 30 to 160km/h 
(approx. 18 to 99mph) with a manual 
gearbox and with DSG. In vehicles 
with DSG, it can intervene to such an 
extent that the car may be slowed to a 
complete standstill. In normal driving 
ACC maintains a preselected speed 
and a defined distance to the vehicle 
ahead, and it automatically brakes or 
accelerates in flowing traffic. Front 
Assist continually monitors the dis¬ 
tance to the traffic ahead and assists 
the driver in critical situations by pre¬ 
conditioning the brake system and 
alerting the driver to any required 
reactions by means of visual and audi¬ 
ble warnings. If the driver fails to 
brake hard enough, the system auto¬ 
matically generates sufficient braking 
force to help avoid a collision. Should 
the driver not react at all, Front Assist 
automatically slows the car so that the 


speed of any impact is minimised. 
The system also assists the driver by 
an alert if the car is getting too close to 
the vehicle in front. The city emer¬ 
gency braking function is also part of 
Front Assist and operates at speeds 
below 30km/h (approx. 18mph). 

The new Passat which went on sale in 
the UK in January also now has ACC as 
standard on all but S models. With a 
further developed system, as well as 
the ability to detect pedestrians, early 
indications from Thatcham are that 
the reductions in accidents could be 
even more significant. ACC is also 
available on other models including 
the Polo and Touareg, while city emer¬ 
gency braking is offered on the up! city 
car. 

Avery continues: “If the performance 
of these latest generation auto-emer¬ 
gency braking systems translates to 
the real world as expected, then it 
stands to reason that we should see 
third party personal injury claims 
continuing to fall across the board.”

HPI CrushWatch, from vehicle 
history check expert HPI, saved 
more than £56 million worth of 
vehicles that were being driven 
without insurance from being 
crushed at the instruction of the 
police in 2014. 

Shockingly, supercars and pres¬ 
tige vehicles are often being driven 
by insurance evaders. However, 
popular, high volume makes of car, 
such as Vauxhall and Ford top the 
culprit’s chart. 

The highest value vehicle HPI 
CrushWatch identified in 2014, was 
a Lamborghini Aventador worth 
£309,000. Rolls-Royce, Bentley and 
Lamborghini vehicles dominated 
the list of top 10 highest value cars 
recoveries. Owners of the Vauxhall 
Corsa and Vauxhall Astra are the 
most likely to drive uninsured, 
with nearly 1,000 of these models 
being reclaimed in 2014. The Ford 
Focus came in third, with the 
Fiesta in fourth, showing that pop¬ 
ular, mid-range vehicles are fre¬ 
quently hitting the HPI CrushWatch 
register. 

Working under the umbrella of 
the Finance & Leasing Association’s 
(FLA) Vehicle Recovery Scheme, 
HPI CrushWatch brings together 
motor lenders and law enforcement 
agencies to enable lenders to 
reclaim uninsured cars which 
could have been sold on or scrapped 
by the police without their knowl¬ 
edge. Not only are the FLA and HPI 
taking steps towards closing the 
net on insurance and tax evaders, 


they are making UK roads safer for 
law abiding motorists. 

Neil Hodson, managing director 
for HPI, comments: “Although, the 
majority of cars we recovered in 
2014, are popular, lower priced 
vehicles, we also helped recover a 
significant number of high-end 
makes and models. Along with 
some astonishing supercars, we 
recovered a significant number of 
Audi, BMW, Land Rover and 
Mercedes-Benz vehicles. It’s clear 
that insurance evasion crosses 
social and financial boundaries.”
